varied  duties  which  fall  to  his  lot.  As  year  succeeds  year 
these  duties  do  not  become  less,  but  he  has  risen  superior  to  all 
the  calls  upon  his  time  and  has  maintained  an  adequate  supervision 
and  control  over  all  sanitary  matters  coming  to  oiir  notice, 

Mamy  of  these  refer  to  housing  matters  and  require 
investigation,  although  it  is  almost  impossible  to  do  more  than 
alleviate  the  v/orst  cases,

S/IIITy-R?  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  ARH/V, 


Thes^  remain  in  much  the  same  condit'ion  as  before 
the  war.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  all  classes  of 

property  have  deteriorated  in  condition  very  considerably  dtiring 
the  war  years. 

Houses  are  badly  in  need  of  repairs  and  paint, 

Tnilst  draina.ge  systems  and  water  pipes  are  all  that  much  older 
rnd  m're  liable  to  break  detn.  In  my  opinion  this  h£is  given  rise 
to  an  increase  in  the  niamber  of  complaints  to  be  dealt  with. 

There  is  'in  accute  shortage  of  housing  in  the 
district  and  a considerable  amcimt  of  overcrev/ding  v/hich  is  very 
difficult  to  deal  with.  Both  Mr.  SIXiw  and  I are  inundated  v/ith 

letters  ^ir'-m  aggrieved  tenants  asking  for  better  accommodation; 

A new  prccedtire  appears  to  ha.ve  arisen  in  this  connection 
to  wit,  writ  i2ig  clrect  to  the  Court'!?’  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
instead  of  t'»  the  Trcal  Authority,  or  its  officers.  If  only  tlie

v/riters  knew  that  all  these  letters  are  simply  sent  back  to  me 
for  "Action  Please". 


I have  made  a.  point  of  personnally  ansv/ering  all 
these  letters  and  having  the  complaints  investigated.  In  some 
cases  we  liave  been  able  to  help  to  some  extent,  , , We  .urgently 
need  more  and  more  new  houses  as  quickly  as  possible. 


The  water  supply  of  the  area  remains  tii#  same.  The 
quality  has  been  good  and  the  quantity  adequate,  except  in  dry 
spells.  But  there  is  a steady  increase  in  the  number  of 
c cnsumc  rs  and  th  e quant  \ ty  us e d . 

The  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  Coimcil  Vvlll 
have  to  look  elsewhere  for  an  addition  to  its  biilk  siipply  of 
water. 


HOUSING.  INSPECTION  MD  CLEARMCE  AREAS , 


, No  w rk  has  been  do^ie  under  this  heading  during  the  ^ 

year,  but  many  complaints  of  ovex'qrowding  and  insanitary  conditions 
h£ive  been  investigated  and  stops  taken  to  overcome  the  worst  of 
the  difficulties. 


SCAVENGING. 


The  nev/  scheme  ins  titi^Ged  from  1st  Oct,  of 
public  scavenging,  plus  removal  of  ashes  and  other  combustible 
refuse  by  private  contractors  appes^rs  to  be  v;orking  well  and  is 
undoubt ably  a great  boon  to  every  householder. 


COW  SHEDS  ANP  miRIES. 


.There  has  _ been  an  all  rcumd  improvement  in  tbe 
structiu'e,  condition,  and~  cleanliness  of  the  above.  Quite  a 
number  of  nev/  cov/sheds  have  been  built  and  the  modern  cowshed 
is  certainly  a great  advance  upon  those  in  his e years  ago.  In 
this  ctistrict  milk  is  still  the  main  product  of  the  farms  and 
the  supervision  of  its  quality  and  cleanliness,  both  at  the  farm 
and  on  its'  arilval  at  the  receiving  stations  becomes  closer  and 
more  searching  every  year. 

More  and  more  water  is  used  in  this  connection  each 
year,  and  this  coupled  vdth  the- vei'y  large  number  of  drinking 
troughs  for  cattle  installed  in  the  fields  is  one  of  the  largest 
demands  upon  our  public  v/ate  r supply. 

Details  of  work  under  many  headings  carried  out  and 
supervised  by  -ihe  Sanitary  Inspector  are  contained  in  his 
Annual  Report.
